, The figures, taken from a detailed 
report of an exhaustive nation-wide 
survey, showed that the country's 6,- 
450,000 farmers, in 1920, earned ap- 
proximately $7,200,000,000—a drop of 
$3,-650,OOo,000 from their income' for 
the year before. 
The farmers, who represent about 


16 per cent of the gainfully employed, 
have received during the past decade 
a share in the total naational income 
varying between '12.2 per cent in 1911 
and 17.4 in 1917 and 1918,. until 1920, 
when it dropped to 10.9 per cent.
